Report  of  the  President. 


To  the  Members: 

In  presenting  the  report  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training 
School  for  Nurses  for  the  past  two  years,  there  are  no  radical 
changes  in  its  affairs  to  be  mentioned.  It  has  been  our  con- 
stant aim  to  keep  the  work  of  our  Institution  in  full  accord 
with  the  scientific  developments  in  the  medical  field,  to  apply- 
all  new  and  improved  methods  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick,  and 
in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  and  standard  of  the 
Society.  Though  we  have  labored  under  difficulties,  we  have 
been  encouraged  by  those  conversant  with  our  work  and  its 
results,  and  by  those  who  have  been  benefited  by  the  skill  of 
our  nurses.  This  has  been  most  gratifying  to  your  Board,  and 
stimulates  us  in  the  continuation  of  our  work. 

We  are  making  an  innovation  this  evening  in  combining 
the  Biennial  Meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  Society  with  the 
Graduation  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1898,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  a  fuller  attendance  of  the  Members,  to  acquaint  them 
more  fully  with  its  meritorious  claims  upon  the  public.  Your 
presence  indicates  your  appreciation  of  the  cause,  and  will  tend 
to  stimulate  and  reward  those  who,  after  two  years  of  hard  and 
conscientious  labor,  are  about  to  leave  the  School  to  devote  their 
lives  to  the  profession  of  nursing  and  the  care  of  the  unfortu- 
nate sick. 

In  the  Spring  of  1896  a  class  of  32,  and  in  the  Spring  of 
1897  a  class  of  26  nurses  were  graduated  and  received  their 
diplomas.  They  are  now  engaged  throughout  the  community 
in  doing  noble  work  amongst  the  sick,  with  credit  to  their  pro- 
fession and  with  honor  to  the  School. 

While  we  have  achieved  these  cheering  and  satisfactory 
results,  we  have  not  escaped  trials.  In  December,  1896,  an 
epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  broke  out  in  our  School  and  continued 
for  almost  three  months,  prostrating  the  Superintendent  and 
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17  nurses.  This  for  a  long-  period  thereafter  greatly  hampered 
and  at  times  almost  paralyzed  the  work  of  the  Institution. 

Owing  to  the  untiring  devotion,  conscientious  application, 
and  scientific  work  of  Dr.  A.  Jacobi,  Dr.  E.  G.  Janeway,  Dr. 
Alfred  Meyer,  Dr.  Nathan  E.  Brill,  and  Dr.  William  P.  Loth, 
combined  with  careful  nursing  by  pupils  and  graduates  of  the 
School,  we  fortunately  escaped  any  loss  of  life,  all  finally 
recovering  after  months  of  sickness,  though  some  of  the  nurses 
were  not  able  to  return  to  their  duties  until  the  Fall  of  1897. 

Careful  investigations  were  made  by  our  Medical  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  by  the  Pathological  Department  of  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital,  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  epidemic,  but  without 
satisfactory  results,  it  having  been  found  impossible  to  defi- 
nitely locate  the  cause  of  the  infection. 

In  our  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  proposed 
Free  Service  for  the  poor  to  be  inaugurated  during  the  Fall  of 
1896,  but  under  the  adverse  conditions  just  stated,  the  conse- 
quent lack  of  nurses  to  carry  on  the  regular  service,  and  the 
enlarged  demand  for  nurses  from  the  Hospital,  we  were  unable 
to  assign  more  than  a  few  nurses  to  this  work.  The  great 
good  accomplished  by  this  service,  even  though  conducted  on 
such  a  limited  scale,  fully  warrants  its  continuation  and  exten- 
sion as  soon  as  the  means  at  our  disposal  will  permit. 

In  accordance  with  a  request  from  the  Mount  Sinai  Hos- 
pital, and  with  the  approval  of  our  Medical  Committee,  nurses 
of  the  School  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  Operating  Rooms 
during  1896,  and  on  September  1st,  1897,  the  two  Male  Surgi- 
cal Wards  of  the  Hospital,  which  up  to  that  time  had  been 
provided  with  male  orderlies,  were  placed  in  charge  of  our 
nurses,  thus  furnishing  our  pupils  the  very  best  and  most  com- 
prehensive facilities  for  education  in  every  branch  of  surgery. 
This  will  greatly  inure  to  their  benefit  and  add  to  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  School  and  its  graduates. 

To  further  advance  the  knowledge  and  efficiency  of  our 
pupils,  their  instruction  in  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  was 
made  obligatory,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  this  special 
training  with  the  Willard  Parker  and  the  Riverside  Hospital 
for  Contagious  Diseases  on  North  Brother  Island.    This  en- 
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hances  the  value  of  the  services  of  our  graduates,  and  will  be 
productive  of  great  benefit  to  the  public. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  all  our  pupils 
have  had  a  full  course  in  obstetrics  in  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum,  which  institution  is  under  the  able  management  of 
Dr.  Henry  D.  Nicoll  and  Dr.  E.  Emory  Tull,  both  of  whom 
deserve  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  interest  taken  in  our  nurses 
while  in  their  care.  The  service  has  been  highly  satisfactory 
to  the  Medical  Board.  Owing,  however,  to  the  much  greater 
facilities  and  larger  service  offered  by  the  Sloane  Maternity 
Hospital  in  this  special  branch,  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  transfer  our  nurses  to  that  institution.  Our  best  thanks  are 
due  to  the  officers  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  for  their 
uniform  kindness  during  the  past  two  years.  We  sever  our 
connection  with  much  regret. 

That  the  field  of  nursing  is  opening  a  wide  scope  for 
woman's  usefulness  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report  915  applications  for  admission  to 
the  School  were  received  by  our  Superintendent,  of  which 
number  69  were  accepted  after  the  usual  period  of  probation. 
Our  Institution  is  strictly  non-sectarian;  all  are  equally  wel- 
come. Character,  ability,  and — one  of  the  highest  attributes  of 
woman— gentleness  are  the  only  qualifications  for  admission  to 
a  service  which  is  honorable  to  its  followers  and  a  blessing  to 
mankind. 

The  number  of  graduates  on  the  Register  of  the  School 
from  which  nurses  were  supplied  to  the  public  averaged  90 
during  the  two  years;  the  number  of  calls  for  nurses  received 
during  1896  was  447;  during  1897,  366.  The  falling  off  during 
the  past  year  was  caused,  no  doubt,  in  part  by  the  improved 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  and  in  part  by  the  fact  that 
many  of  our  graduates  have  formed  small  households  amongst 
themselves  and  are  receiving  calls  at  their  homes  instead  of 
through  our  Register  as  heretofore. 

The  report  of  our  Treasurer,  which  will  be  submitted, 
shows  that  the  regular  income  during  the  past  two  years  has 
not  covered  the  expenditures.  During  the  fiscal  year  1896  the 
amount  expended  for  maintenance  was  $24,304.08,  while  the 
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income  from  all  sources  was  but  $22,575.08.  During  the  fiscal 
year  of  1897  the  sum  of  $25,966.69  was  expended,  against  re- 
ceipts of  $23,276,12,  leaving  a  deficit  for  the  two  years  covered 
by  the  Treasurer's  report  of  $4,419.57.  In  comparing  the  ex- 
penditures for  the  two  years  there  will  appear  an  increase  of 
almost  $1,700  during  1897  for  nursing,  medicines,  wines,  and 
other  items  caused  by  the  unfortunate  epidemic  of  typhoid  to 
which  I  have  referred.  This  epidemic  also  reduced  the  income 
of  the  Society  from  nursing  in  private  families  nearly  $i,6oo, 
hardly  any  nurses  being  available  for  this  service  until  the  fall 
of  1897. 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Directors  to  en- 
roll new  Members  and  Patrons,  and  as  a  result  of  their  labors 
I  am  enabled  to  report  an  increase  of  income  of  $1,645  from 
this  source,  $6,540  having  been  collected  in  1896,  and  $8,185 
during  the  year  1897. 

Under  these  conditions  it  was  found  necessary  to  encroach 
upon  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  the  sum  of  $2,884  09  was  trans- 
ferred, in  accordance  with  our  by-laws,  to  the  Regular  Fund 
during  the  past  year,  and  $3,000  were  borrowed  temporarily  to 
provide  for  the  financial  needs  of  the  Institution. 

With  the  advent  of  more  prosperous  times,  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  so  augment  the  membership  of  the  Society 
that  the  dues  from  Members  and  Patrons,  in  connection  with 
other  regular  sources  of  income,  will  fully  cover  the  expenses, 
so  that  all  special  bequests  and  donations  may  be  placed  and 
remain  in  the  Permanent  Fund.  To  accomplish  this  most  de- 
sirable result,  the  personal  and  earnest  effort  of  every  member 
of  the  Society  is  required.  Let  each  one  of  you  constitute  him- 
self a  canvassing  committee,  and  with  such  co-operation  the 
membership  can  be  increased  by  at  least  500,  which  would  at 
once  place  the  Society  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

This  much-desired  achievement  is  most  essential  in  view 
of  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new  hospital  buildings  by  our 
parent  Institution,  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  and  the  conse- 
quent increased  service  required  from  this  School  in  order  to 
maintain  its  share  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.    While  these 
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new  buildings  will  not  be  completed  for  several  years,  it  never- 
theless behooves  us  to  make  timely  efforts  in  that  direction. 

During-  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  sum  of  $500 
was  received  as  a  bequest  from  the  late  Bernhard  Mainzer,  who 
during  his  life  manifested  the  greatest  interest  in  this  Institu- 
tion, and  the  like  sum  of  $500  from  the  late  Dr.  Emanuel  A. 
Friedlein,  a  life-long  worker  in  the  field  of  philanthropy.  Both 
names  will  be  inserted  on  our  roll  of  honor  in  grateful  remem- 
brance of  their  liberality. 

In  April,  1897,  our  esteemed  Treasurer,  Mr.  Julius  Ehr- 
mann, departed  this  life.  We  have  greatly  missed  his  genial 
personality,  his  untiring  devotion  and  efficient  work  in  behalf 
of  this  Society.  Suitable  resolutions  in  recognition  of  his  ser- 
vices were  placed  on  our  minutes  and  transmitted  to  his  family. 
Our  Director,  Mr.  Emil  Berolzheimer,  was  elected  Treasurer 
in  his  place.

Gerster,  Dr.  Howard  Lilienthal,  Dr.  Emil  Gruening,  Dr.  Wil- 
liam W.  Van  Arsdale,  Dr.  E.  Emory  Tull,  Dr.  Henry  Koplik, 
Dr.  H.  N.  Vineberg,  Dr.  Sara  Welt  Kakels,  Dr.  B.  Sachs, 
and  Dr.  Nathan  E.  Brill  for  the  many  and  excellent  lectures 
delivered  to  our  pupils.

In  closing  my  report,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  while  to  many  the  work  of  this  School  seems  to 
present  the  advantages  only  of  teaching  a  number  of  women 
the  profession  of  nursing  as  a  means  of  earning  a  genteel  liveli- 
hood, the  purpose  and  benefits  of  institutions  like  ours  are  far 
greater,  both  in  philanthropic  and  charitable  directions.  The 
untutored,  inexperienced  attendant  of  former  years  was  then 
the  only  available  helper  of  the  physician;  to-day  the  skilful 
trained  nurse  has  become  the  necessary  and  indispensable 
adjunct  of  medical  success.  The  health  and  lives  of  those  dear 
to  us  during  sickness  and  peril  depend  upon  the  watchfulness 
and  conscientious  devotion  of  the  trained  nurse  almost  as  much 
as  upon  the  medical  skill  of  the  physician.  What  nobler  and 
higher  charity  can  there  be  than  the  services  which  the  trained 
nurse  renders  in  the  restoration  of  the  bread-winner  to  his 
family,  or  of  children  to  their  parents,  by  means  of  the  educa- 
tion and  training  which  this  Institution  furnishes?  And  when, 
as  at  the  present  time,  our  country  is  involved  in  war  and  the 
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disabled  and  wounded  call  for  help  on  the  battlefield  and  in 
the  army  hospitals,  the  trained  nurse  is  found  there,  on  her 
mission  of  mercy,  ready  to  do  her  duty  and  to  render  aid  in 
alleviating  the  suffering  of  the  sick  and  wounded. 

With  such  high  aims  to  be  achieved,  let  us  not  falter  in 
our  endeavors  for  their  accomplishment;  let  no  obstacles, 
financial  or  otherwise,  retard  the  work  of  this  noble  Institution. 
Help  us  in  its  maintenance,  and  the  result  will  surely  reflect 
credit  upon  yourselves,  upon  the  Institution,  and  make  it  a 
great  and  lasting  blessing  for  all  mankind.

Address  of  Alfred  Meyer,  M,D.,  to  the  Graduating 
Class  of  1898  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training 
School  for  Nurses. 

Nurses  of  the  Graduating  Class,  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
Interested  as  we  all  are  to-night  in  the  important  turning- 
point  in  the  lives  of  these  young  women,  it  may  not  be  out  of 
place  first  to  look  backward  over  their  careers  to  see  in  a  gene- 
ral way  what  has  been  accomplished  by  them  at  our  School, 
and  then  to  look  forward  with  them  into  their  new  lives  and  to 
wrest  from  the  future,  if  we  can,  the  secret  of  their  success. 

And  now,  looking  backward  some  years,  I  can  remember 
you  all  as  timid  probationers,  come  to  us  from  all  over  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  from  many  different  vocations,  and 
many  of  you  from  the  comforts  and  the  luxuries  of  a  happy 
home.  You  came  into  the  strange  atmosphere  of  the  hospital, 
with  its  scenes  of  suffering,  with  its  battles  for  life  and  its  grim 
victories  of  death.  To  some  of  you  at  that  time  Kipling's  de- 
scription of  the  heathen  was  quite  applicable,  of  whom  he 
wrote:  "  'E  don't  obey  no  orders  unless  they  is  'is  own,"  or  his 
description  of  the  young  recruit: 

"  The  young  recruit  is  'aughty. 
'E  takes  it  very  'ard. 
'E  'angs  'is  'ead  an'  mutters. 
'E  sulks  about  the  yard." 

During  your  first  few  weeks  your  work  was  not  unmixed  with 
homesickness,  and  just  a  little  envy  of  the  nurse  already 
capped.  Your  period  of  probation  over,  the  next  anxiety  came 
in  the  form  of  the  examination  into  your  physical  fitness. 
Some  of  you  feared  that  unless  by  some  hocus-pocus  you  made 
yourself  appear  as  giants  you  would  not  be  admitted.  Not  so. 
Average  good  health  was  all  that  was  required.  My  records 
of  former  classes  show  quite  a  number  of  nurses  who,  though

slight  of  frame  on  admission,  gained  in  weight  and  improved 
in  health  and  strength  while  at  the  School.  Of  course  we  have 
not  admitted  any  weaklings.  I  may  safely  point  to  you  as  a 
proof  of  that  fact.  Pardon  me  for  saying  it  so  publicly,  but 
you  look  both  like  a  fair  body  of  fighters  and  like  a  body  of 
fair  fighters.  At^  last  you  have  passed  all  these  ordeals  and 
are  admitted  to  the  grade  of  junior  nurse.  With  what  pride 
you  don  your  plain  seersucker  gown  and  your  nurse's  cap!  No 
queen  is  prouder  of  her  purple  robes  and  her  royal  crown!: 
And  you  feel  a  new  influence  come  over  you — a  fresh  impulse 
for  the  best  endeavor.  And  now  come  two  years  of  drilling  in 
the  different  services  of  the  hospital.  In  the  medical  wards 
you  learned  to  tub  the  typhoids,  to  stimulate  pneumonias,  and 
to  fight  collapse;  in  the  surgical,  to  dress  the  wounds  of  the 
operated,  and  to  "snub  "  the  bacteria  before  they  had  a  chance 
to  "  snub"  you  and  the  patient;  in  the  eye  division  you  learned 
to  bandage  eyes  and  to  irrigate  ears;  in  the  gynecological  ward 
you  were  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  your  first  laparotomies; 
and  in  the  ward  for  children,  "  God  bless  them,"  you  practised 
wheedling  and  coaxing  these  little  sufferers  into  submission — 
an  important  preliminary,  as  everybody  knows,  to  successfully 
treating  them.  Next  you  stepped  higher  and  became  senior 
nurses — a  new  honor  and  a  new  responsibility.  Then  came 
your  lonely  vigils  as  night  nurses — lonely  but  for  your  con- 
sciences, the  sick  and  the  dying.  I  wonder  whether  at  this 
time  the  story  sometimes  occurred  to  you  of  that  member  of 
the  royal  family  of  Germany — I  think  it  was  the  present  Em- 
peror William.  He  was  officer  of  the  watch  on  the  bridge  of  a 
warship  at  night.  His  men  were  sleeping  below.  Gazing  at 
the  stars  above  him  and  the  vast  expanse  of  water  about  him, 
he  was  almost  overcome  by  his  intense  feeling  of  responsibility, 
but  was  buoyed  up  by  the  sense  of  a  duty  conscientiously  per- 
formed. Your  nights  on  the  bridge  were  trying  times,  but 
you  bravely  lived  through  them,  inspired,  as  the  Hohenzollern 
was,  by  an  admirable  sense  of  duty.  Finally  you  reached  the 
goal  of  your  ward  life,  and  blossomed  out  into  head  nurses, 
with  a  staff  of  nurses  and  of  "  greenies  "  (may  I  speak  so  dis- 
respectfully of  the  probationers  ?)  under  your  command.  Here 
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you  had  an  opportunity  to  display  and  to  develop  your  executive 
ability,  and  your  ability  to  maintain  discipline  among  your  sub- 
ordinates. And  you  completed  your  course  by  going-  to  the 
Willard  Parker  and  Riverside  Hospitals,  and  learning  how  to 
fight  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria.  May  I  say  confidentially 
that  in  this  latter  training  you  have  an  advantage  over  your 
sister  nurses  from  most  other  schools  ? 

If  there  is  anything  left  of  you  after  your  final  examina- 
tion, that  remnant  finds  its  way  to  the  exercises  of  to-night, 
prepared — nay,  thoroughly  prepared — to  practise  your  calling 
and  to  receive  the  diploma  which  gives  official  expression  to 
that  fact. 

Before  looking  forward  with  you,  nurses,  may  I  not  be 
permitted  to  address  a  few  words  to  the  public  ?  It  is  done 
humbly  but  determinedly,  in  order  to  smooth  out  some  rough 
places  for  the  young  graduate.  In  the  long  run  the  nurse's 
opportunity  for  exercising  her  talents — her  chances  for  apply- 
ing what  she  has  learned  at  the  School  and  the  hospital — will 
depend  upon  the  good-will  of  the  public.  The  value  of  trained 
nursing  has  long  since  passed  the  stage  of  discussion.  There 
is  no  longer  any  difference  of  opinion  on  the  general  question. 
The  voice  of  this  community,  and  that  of  other  communities  as 
well,  is  practically  unanimous  that  the  introduction  of  trained 
nurses  into  public  institutions  and  private  homes  has  mitigated 
the  terrors  of  illness  and  operation,  and  diminished  mortality. 

If  additional  argument  were  needed,  it  would  be  afforded 
by  the  wonderful  growth  of  the  schools,  and  the  even  more 
wonderful  increase  in  their  number,  there  being  three  hun- 
dred training  schools  in  this  country  alone.  But,  in  the  end, 
every  nurse's  work  must  be  judged  by  itself  and  must  stand 
or  fall  by  the  highest  standards  set  in  her  profession.  The 
public,  however,  should  also  live  up  to  a  reasonable  standard 
in  its  treatment  of  a  nurse.  The  public,  first  of  all,  should 
remember  that  a  nurse  is  a  human  being  and  should  not  be 
inhumanely  treated.  She  hasn't  got  as  many  lives  as  a  cat. 
Like  the  rest  of  us,  it  has  taken  her  thousands  of  years  to  get 
here;  in  fact,  the  world  has  been  waiting  for  her  ever  since 
creation.    And  though  she  is  expected  to  be  and  is  more  unself- 
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ish  and  more  self-sacrificing  than  the  average  being,  more  ready 
to  face  danger  and  to  take  risks  in  the  interest  of  others,  she  is 
not  expected  by  the  rules  of  our  School,  nor  by  those  of  common 
humanity,  to  throw  her  life  away.  Give  her,  then,  a  reason- 
able amount  of  rest;  she  needs  sleep  as  well  as  others  do. 
Give  her  a  reasonable  amount  of  outing.  She  will  do  her 
work  the  better  for  a  short  daily  absence  from  the  sick-room, 
and  the  patient  will  be  the  gainer  by  the  nurse's  happier 
spirits  and  sharpened  powers  of  observation. 

Then,  too,  if  you  have  lost  confidence  in  your  physician, 
be  manly — tell  him  so.  At  all  events,  do  not  expect  the  nurse 
to  disobey  the  orders  of  her  superior  officer,  or  encourage  her 
to  pass  judgment  upon  his  work.  This  is  absolutely  beyond 
her  province;  with  her,  as  with  the  soldier,  obedience  to  orders 
is  a  sacred  mandate. 

Again,  night  duty  is  especially  wearing  on  a  nurse's  nerves 
and  strength.  Her  responsibility  is  greater,  her  anxiety  for  her 
patient  is  increased.  And  although  she  may  be  as  wise  as  an 
owl,  Nature  has  endowed  not  her  with  this  bird's  nocturnal 
habits.  Once  in  a  great  while  I  come  across  a  nurse  who  will 
improve  in  health  when  on  night  duty;  in  fact,  she  will  grow 
fat  on  it.  But  she  is  a  curiosity.  Will  the  public,  in  justice  to 
the  vast  majority  of  her  sisters,  please  remember  this? 

And  now,  nurses,  let  us  look  forward;  and,  looking  forward, 
what  advice  can  I  give  you?  According  to  the  requirements 
of  most  schools,  your  virtues  must  indeed  be  many.  You  are 
required  to  be  sober,  honest,  truthful,  trustworthy,  punctual, 
quiet,  orderly,  gentle  but  firm,  cleanly  and  neat,  patient, 
cheerful,  and  kindly.  Formidable  as  this  list  is,  it  needs  both 
explanation  and  addition.  The  injunction  to  be  "  gentle  but 
firm  "  simply  means  that  you  must  drop  your  militarism  with- 
out sacrificing  your  discipline.  This  is  especially  difficult  for 
a  nurse  fresh  from  the  hospital  regime,  where  everything 
moves  like  clockwork,  with  little  opportunity  for  individualiza- 
tion. It  means  that  you  must  now  adjust  your  ways  to  private 
life  and  private  homes;  you  must  keep  your  patient  under 
control  without  making  undue  display  of  authority  either  by 
manner  or  speech.    Tact  and  judgment  will  be  required  almost 
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as  often  as  ability  to  measure  temperature  or  skill  in  adminis- 
tering a  hypodermic.  And  tact  and  judgment  are  things 
scarcely  to  be  drilled  into  a  woman;  they  presuppose  a  flexi- 
bility and  an  adaptability  to  varying  conditions  not  born  in 
every  one,  and  only  developed  in  some  after  much  friction 
with  the  world. 

Do  not  intrigue  against  the  doctor  under  whom  you  are 
serving.  Obey  him  faithfully,  be  his  honorable  lieutenant  in 
the  common  combat;  and  when  the  glory  for  victory  over  dis- 
ease and  death  is  apportioned,  you  will  be  accorded  your  share 
in  it,  and  generously.  But  a  camp  divided  against  itself  will 
lead  to  certain  defeat. 

Do  not  gossip  about  your  patients.  Hold  sacred  and  invi- 
olate what  you  learn  about  people  at  the  bedside  and  in  the 
discharge  of  your  duties;  leave  the  family  skeletons  in  the 
closet,  where  they  belong,  hidden  from  the  public  eye. 

I  have  still  another  subject  that  I  feel  I  must  touch  upon, 
because  it  concerns  the  welfare  of  all  of  you.  I  mean  the  Mt. 
Sinai  Alumnae  Association.  This  is  an  organization  of  our 
graduates,  founded  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  members  in 
time  of  illness  and  of  looking  after  their  social  and  intellectual 
welfare  in  time  of  health.  Join  it.  There  is  every  reason, 
sentimental  and  practical,  why  you  should.  You  have  lived 
together  here;  you  have  been  an  intimate,  integral  part  of  the 
hospital  family;  you  have  known  its  joys  and  its  sorrows,  have 
learned  the  alphabet  of  hospital  routine,  and  have  been  ad- 
vanced together  through  its  many  grades;  you  have  learned  in 
the  same  wards,  you  have  dined  at  the  same  table,  you  have 
been  impelled  by  the  same  aspirations.  Is  there  not  every 
reason  why  you  should  feel  drawn  to  each  other?  Is  there  not 
present  every  tie  that  ought  to  bind  women  together?  Such 
an  organization,  in  developing  an  esprit  de  corps,  can  result  in 
but  one  grand  good  for  both  training  school  and  nurse. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  as  yet  give  you  any 
definite  information  upon  a  subject  which  is,  no  doubt,  upper- 
most in  the  minds  of  all  of  you.  I  mean  the  duty  of  our  trained 
nurses  in  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war  with  Spain;  and  I 
refer  not  only  to  our  own  graduates,  but  to  the  thousands  of 
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graduates  of  other  schools  as  well.  I  know,  however,  that 
during  the  past  week  the  Nurses'  Associated  Alumnae,  through 
its  officers,  has  offered  its  services  to  the  Government.  This 
represents  a  body  of  two  thousand  trained  nurses  scattered  all 
over  the  country.  I  also  know  that  in  the  present  emergency 
the  National  Red  Cross  Association  will  enlist  among  its 
workers  all  graduates  of  training  schools  for  nurses  who  pre- 
sent their  certificates,  and  without  the  usual  six  months'  test 
of  character.  In  all  other  respects  the  usual  requirements  of 
this  organization  will  be  exacted.  No  salary  will  be  paid,  and 
those  enlisting  must  be  prepared  to  engage  in  relief  work  as 
well  as  in  nursing,  and  to  go  wherever  they  are  sent.  A  com- 
mittee is  forming  in  this  city,  made  up  of  men  well  known  in 
the  professional  and  lay  world,  which  will  establish  branch 
committees  in  all  the  large  cities  of  the  Union,  to  unite  the 
various  financial  and  philanthropic  efforts  for  relieving  dis- 
tress under  the  common  banner  of  the  American  National  Red 
Cross. 

I  am  reminded  to-night  of  the  following  lines  from 
Browning: 

Are  there  not  .  .  .  two  points  in  the  adventure  of  the  diver; 
One  when,  a  beggar,  he  prepares  to  plunge; 
One  when,  a  prince,  he  rises  with  his  pearl  ? 

In  a  sense,  this  sentiment  is  applicable  to  you  all. 

You  have  been  prepared  for  your  work.  Like  the  diver, 
you  are  about  to  take  your  plunge.  May  you  rise  with  the 
pearl  of  success  in  your  grasp! 


Address  of  Hor\  Elbridge  T,  Gerry  to  Mount  Sinai 
Training-School  Graduates,  May  2d,  1898. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Before  addressing  the  graduating  class  of  your  Training 
School  pursuant  to  your  invitation,  I  have  a  few  words  to  say 
in  reference  to  the  noble  Institution  of  which  it  is  an  adjunct. 
Mount  Sinai  Hospital  to-day  stands  as  the  embodiment  of  the 
recognition  by  the  Jewish  race  in  this  city  of  the  grand  and 
broad  principle  of  Humanity,  irrespective  of  any  religious  or 
other  consideration.  Hardly  a  bed  in  the  magnificent  Institu- 
tion which  the  generosity  of  both  the  living  and  the  dead  has 
aided  in  rearing  for  the  care  of  the  suffering  in  this  great  city, 
irrespective  of  creed,  but  bears  the  inscription  showing  in  recol- 
lection of  the  departed  the  benevolence  of  the  living.  Beauti- 
ful indeed  is  the  thought  expressed  in  Holy  Writ,  that  the 
righteous  shall  be  had  in  everlasting  remembrance;  and  prac- 
tical is  the  illustration  of  that  axiom  in  this  great  Institution, 
where  every  one  who  is  a  recipient  of  its  bounty  is  an 
unconscious  witness  to  the  principle  upon  which  it  is  reared. 
And  it  must  be  a  matter  of  great  congratulation  to  those  who 
for  years  have  so  generously  and  nobly  contributed  toward  its 
humane  work,  that  ere  long  its  precincts  are  to  be  enlarged 
and  that  the  work  is  to  be  extended  where  it  is  most  needed. 
Its  unparalleled  success  illustrates  in  the  most  practical  manner 
the  broad  charity  upon  which  it  is  founded,  and  the  interest 
which  its  founders  and  their  successors  and  its  contributors 
take  in  its  welfare,  and  which  is  aptly  indicated  to-night  by  the 
object  lesson  displayed  in  the  graduating  class  of  its  nurses. 

At  a  time  when  the  resources  of  the  country  are  about  to 
be  taxed  in  order  to  supply  aid  for  the  wounded  and  care  for 
the  suffering  among  those  who  are  to  be  called  on  to  sacrifice 
their  health  and  their  lives  in  support  of  the  nation's  honor,  the 
fact  that  such  an  institution  exists,  and  that  there  are  trained 
nurses  ready  at  the  call  of  the  nation  to  take  the  places  of  those 
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who  may  fall  at  the  post  of  duty,  shows  that  the  extent  of  the 
work  is  not  limited  by  its  immediate  territory,  but  that  it  is 
one  of  national  importance,  and  one  which  the  people  of  this 
great  city  especially  cannot  fail  to  know  and  appreciate.  Well 
indeed  has  the  hospital  called  Mount  Sinai  realized  that  mag- 
nificent picture  of  Gerome — of  the  towering  mountain,  black 
and  awful  to  contemplate,  rearing  its  crest  toward  heaven, 
while  below,  almost  imperceptible,  are  the  countless  hosts  of 
Israel  awaiting  His  mandates.  It  is  an  illustration  of  the  close 
contact  to-day  of  God  with  humanity  in  its  needs,  and  of  the 
close  following  by  the  hosts  of  that  mighty  nation  which  the 
centuries  have  shown,  of  the  tenets  of  their  religion,  there 
proclaimed  and  there  enforced.  And  I  repeat,  the  Institution 
is  an  object-lesson  for  the  contemplation,  by  all,  of  its  admirable 
government,  its  efficient  work,  its  far-reaching  results.  Long 
may  it  continue  to  minister  to  the  suffering,  to  console  the  bed 
of  the  dying,  and  to  satisfy  the  people  that  whatever  afflictions 
humanity  is  subject  to,  they  are  not  unobserved  or  uncared  for 
in  the  precincts  of  this  great  city,  now  well  termed  the  Greater 
New  York. 

And  now  let  me  address  my  remarks  to  the  graduating 
class.  Having  been  for  over  twenty  years  connected  with  a 
sister  institution  in  this  city,  the  New  York  Hospital,  as  one  of 
its  Governors,  I  have  had  some  practical  experience  of  what  is 
demanded  of  a  nurse,  what  is  expected  of  her,  and  of  the  errors 
into  which  she  may  fall.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  time  by  an 
elaborate  exposition  of  these,  so  well  described  by  the  distin- 
guished physician  who  has  preceded  me.  There  are  one  or 
two  facts,  however,  worthy  of  your  contemplation  and  careful 
thought.  And  first  let  me  invite  your  attention  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  sick.  It  was  an  apt  remark  of  the  ancient  Greek 
poet  that  "  the  sick  are  hard  to  please  in  consequence  of  their 
utter  weariness";  and  the  poet  must  have  been  a  man  very 
familiar  with  the  exigencies  of  human  suffering  to  have  written 
that  line,  which  should  be  indelibly  stamped  upon  the  minds  of 
all  who  are  called  upon  to  care  for  the  sick.  From  the  utter 
weariness  of  their  situation,  and  the  fact  that  they  cannot 
release  themselves  from  the  bed  on  which  they  are  placed;

from  the  fact  that  any  change  in  their  position,  particularly 
when  suffering-  from  a  surgical  operation,  is  accompanied  with 
intense  pain  and  misery;  from  their  futile  thoughts  as  to  when 
they  may  recover,  their  hopes  not  fulfilled  that  they  may  be 
about  again  like  their  fellow-beings — from  these  arises  this 
dread  sense  of  "  utter  weariness,"  which  requires  patience  on 
the  part  of  the  nurse  even  greater  than  the  medical  or  surgical 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  professional  attendant.  It  is  trying 
to  the  patience,  and  frequently  produces  an  irritability  of 
temper  on  the  part  of  the  unfortunate  patient  for  which  he  is 
not  responsible;  and  it  should  always  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  sense  of  weariness  is  one  of  the  main  causes  of  what  has 
improperly  been  termed  the  fretfulness  of  the  sick. 

Next  let  me  consider  the  question  of  sick  children.  They 
know  but  little  of  what  it  is  that  ails  them  ;  their  minds  are 
not  enough  matured  to  meet  with  patience  and  resignation  the 
suffering  which  attends  their  condition  ;  sick  and  in  pain,  and 
deprived  of  the  care  of  home,  even  perhaps  of  the  presence  of 
relatives,  their  little  lives  are  too  often  rendered  still  more 
miserable  by  the  want  of  appreciation  of  their  condition  on  the 
part  of  those  to  whose  care  they  are  temporarily  entrusted.  I 
cannot  impress  this  subject  upon  you  with  too  much  earnest- 
ness, because  I  have  seen  so  much  of  it  myself  ;  it  is  deserving 
of  the  greatest  attention,  and  particularly  in  private  nursing. 
It  is  a  source  of  frequent  complaint  by  the  family  who  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  sick-room,  that  the  nurses  do  not  appreciate 
the  condition  of  the  children. 

Another  matter  carefully  to  be  borne  in  mind  is  the  relation 
which  exists  between  the  nurse  and  the  family.  The  evolu- 
tion of  the  training  school  nurse  is  a  most  interesting  one. 
I  can  only  glance  at  it  in  the  brief  space  of  time  allotted  to  me. 
When  first  the  idea  of  a  trained  nurse  was  started  it  met  with 
grave  opposition  in  private  families.  Members  of  families  re- 
garded it  as  a  surrender  of  their  privileges  to  entrust  the  care 
of  their  beloved  ones  to  strangers.  Even  now  they  cannot 
understand  how  the  registration  of  temperatures  and  the  re- 
porting of  symptoms  occurring  in  the  absence  of  the  physician 
can  be  of  any  real  service.    Yet  they  learn  by  experience  that 
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these  are  points  upon  which  the  success  of  the  treatment  de- 
pends, and  alone  can  be  relied  on  to  ensure  the  cure  desired. 
And  then  came  up  another  phase  of  the  relation  between  the 
nurse  and  the  family — intense  desire  on  the  part  of  the  family 
to  ascertain  from  the  nurse  what  the  physician  declined  to 
communicate;  and  this  is  a  point  on  which  the  nurse  to-day 
must  be  most  particular.  If  she  expresses  her  own  ideas  as  to 
the  case  they  may  seriously  conflict  with  those  of  the  physi- 
cian, and  if  her  predictions  are  unfulfilled  she  is  at  once 
regarded  as  untrustworthy  and  ignorant.  Tact  in  these  cases 
is  an  element  more  conducive  to  the  success  professionally  of 
the  nurse  than  most  persons  suppose.  Its  exercise  ensures 
the  confidence  of  the  physician  and  also  that  of  the  family, 
whose  members  she  should  properly  refer  for  the  information 
they  desire  to  their  own  selected  professional  adviser,  who  is 
responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  case  and  for  its  results. 
^The  social  status  of  the  nurse  also  has  been  a  very  vexed  ques- 
tion. At  first  she  was  regarded  as  a  little  above  the  ordinary 
servant,  but  not  deserving  of  any  further  consideration  than 
the  rest  of  those  employed  in  the  ordinary  domestic  avocations. 
Then,  among  a  certain  class  of  persons,  she  was  received 
openly  into  the  family  as  one  of  their  number,  with  the  latent 
hope  of  extracting  information  by  excess  of  familiarity.  Now 
her  position  is  fully  recognized,  and  her  right  to  a  proper 
amount  of  sleep,  food,  and  exercise  is  admitted  as  a  matter  of 
course.  If  she  deviates  from  her  professional  position  the  con- 
sequences are  her  own  fault. 

In  the  management  of  the  sick-room  there  are  other  con- 
siderations, the  first  of  which  is  the  attention  which  the  nurse 
should  give  to  the  case.  Thoughtlessness  in  any  particular, 
such  as  the  creating  of  a  draught  by  admitting  unnecessary 
air  into  the  room,  which  is  a  passion  with  some  nurses,  has  been 
known  to  lead  to  acute  pneumonia  and  total  relapse  of  the 
patient.  Want  of  interest  in  the  case,  especially  with  conva- 
lescents, often  induces  the  nurse  to  occupy  her  time  in  the 
pernicious  habit  of  novel  reading,  which  not  only  distracts  her 
attention  from  the  patient,  but,  from  failure  to  observe  changes 
in  the  symptoms,  may  be  attended  with  dangerous  results. 
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Relaxation  may  be  necessary,  but  the  sick-room  is  not  the  place 
for  it,  so  far  as  the  nurse  is  concerned;  and  this  applies  as  well 
to  mental  as  to  physical  relaxation.  Inattention  to  symptoms 
always  results  from  lack  of  interest  in  the  case.  Carelessness 
in  a  non-professional  attendant  may  be  expected  ;  in  a  trained 
nurse  it  is  little  short  of  a  crime.  And  I  cannot  too  strongly 
urge  upon  you  these  considerations,  the  observance  of  which 
will  ensure  your  success,  and  which,  if  disregarded,  sooner  or 
later  will  reduce  you  to  the  ranks  of  your  profession.  A 
nurse's  reputation,  like  that  of  a  physician,  depends  on  results; 
how  far  she  is  responsible  for  those  results  depends  on  herself^ 
The  family  of  the  sick  are  always  quick  to  perceive  whether 
the  results  are  unavoidable,  or  whether  they  are  due,  even  in 
part,  to  a  want  of  professional  skill  in  those  to  whom  the  care 
of  the  sick  is  exclusively  entrusted. 

Lastly,  I  need  hardly  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  preserving  absolute  silence  in  family  matters  which  may  in- 
advertently come  to  your  ears.  Whatever  you  may  hear,  it  is 
your  duty  to  keep  your  mouth  shut.  A  patient  in  delirium 
will  often  make  disclosures  involving  family  affairs,  and  the 
nurse  who  repeats  them,  even  to  the  family,  violates  a  rule  of 
secrecy  which  the  law  makes  peremptory  in  respect  to  the 
medical  attendant.  And  here  again  comes  in  the  question  of 
tact  and  the  question  of  honor,  for  the  position  of  the  nurse 
is  one  of  honor,  and  what  she  learns  by  hearing  incidental 
to  that  position  she  is  bound  in  honor  not  to  divulge.  In 
conclusion,  let  me  say  that  the  nurse  who  is  true  to  her 
patient  and  who  is  true  to  herself  must  and  will  succeed. 
People  have  learned  to  respect  the  trained  nurse,  to  regard  her 
as  the  necessary  attendant  in  the  sick-room,  and  to  give  her 
their  confidence  accordingly;  and  confidence  weakened  invari- 
ably recoils  on  those  whose  want  of  tact  occasions  it. 

Thanking  you  for  the  attention  with  which  you  have  lis- 
tened to  me,  and  earnestly  hoping  that  your  future  lives  may 
prove  not  only  personal  successes,  but  a  credit  to  the  Institution 
in  which  you  have  been  reared  with  such  care,  I  trust  the 
words  which  I  have  uttered  will  not  be  hastily  forgotten.

an  act 

For  the  relief  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
and  to  legalize  its  incorporation. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Sen- 
ate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i.  A  copy  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  The 
Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses,  of  New  York,  in  the 
county  of  New  York,  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  on  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-one,  certified  by  such  clerk,  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  such  filing  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  a  duplicate  certificate  had  been  previously  filed; 
and  the  filing  of  such  copy  shall  be  deemed  a  full  compliance 
with  chapter  three  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
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hundred  and  forty-eight,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  incorporation 
of  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific  and  missionary  societies," 
and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplemental 
thereto;  and  upon  the  filing-  of  such  copy,  the  incorporation  of 
"The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses"  is  hereby 
legalized,  ratified  and  confirmed  as  of  March  twenty-sixth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- one. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  action  or  special 
proceeding  now  pending. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society  as  amended  Feb- 
ruary 23d,  1885;  November  14th,  1889;  October  7th,  December 
nth,  1890,  and  April  18th,  1896. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of 
"  The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses/' 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  education  and  training  of 
suitable  persons  as  nurses  for  the  sick  and  the  nursing  of  the 
sick  poor  at  their  homes. 

Article  III. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  life  patrons,  life  members,  pa- 
trons and  members. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  dues  of  patrons  shall  be  $10  and  of  members 
$5,  payable  in  advance.  The  payment  of  $100  will  constitute 
the  contributor  a  life  member,  and  the  payment  of  $250  will 
constitute  the  contributor  a  life  patron. 
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Article  V. 

The  dues  from  life  patrons  and  life  members,  legacies  and 
donations  amounting  to  or  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
be  held  as,  or  added  to  (unless  the  testator  or  donor  otherwise 
directs),  a  distinct  and  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Per- 
manent Fund,  which  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  the  income  derived 
from  the  investment  of  such  fund-may  be  applied  and  used  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Society.  This  Permanent  Fund 
shall  only  be  used  for  the  expenses  or  other  purposes  of  the 
Society  when  deemed  necessary,  and  then  only  in  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  Article  XI.  of  By-Laws. 

Article  VI. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Pre- 
sident, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected 
biennially  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  to  be  held  every 
second  year  in  the  month  of  March.  All  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Article  VII. 

The  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  sixteen  mem- 
bers (not  less  than  nine  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from  the 
Directors  of  Mount  Sinai  Hospital),  who  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  Society.  The  Board 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers  named  in  Article  VI.  and 
twelve  Directors,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  each  biennial 
general  meeting  of  the  Society  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Article  VIII. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  each  month,  excepting  in  the  months  of 
July  and  August,  or  such  other  day  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  in  manner  provided  for  in  Article  I.  of  By-Laws.  A 
majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings. 
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Article  IX. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  the  Standing  Committees, 
as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  also 
fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  such  Committees  from  time 
to  time. 

Article  X. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  three  Inspectors 
of  Election  for  the  biennial  meetings,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
guard  the  polls  at  the  election  of  Officers  and  Directors,  and  to 
record  and  present  a  certified  report  of  the  result  of  such 
elections. 

Article  XI. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society  may  be 
altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  by 
the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present;  provided,  however,  that 
one  week's  prior  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  such  proposed 
change  or  amendment. 

Article  XII. 

The  presence  of  forty  (40)  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society. 
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I. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  shall  call  special  meetings  at  his  discretion,  or 
upon  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  four  members  of  the 
Board. 

He  shall  report  biennially  in  writing  to  the  Society,  stating 
the  condition,  etc. ,  of  the  Institution,  and  shall  make  such  sug- 
gestions as  the  welfare  of  the  Society  requires. 

ii. 

The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  absence  of  the  latter.  He  shall  also  act  as  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

in. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  general  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  this 
office. 

IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  such  Committee, 
invest  all  surplus  funds,  and  shall  make  written  monthly  re- 
ports to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury, 
and  written  reports  to  the  general  meetings  of  the  Society. 

He  shall  pay  no  moneys  except  on  the  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  shall  pay  all  such  moneys  by  checks,  the  stubs  of 
which  must  show  the  amount  paid,  to  whom,  and  on  what 
account. 

v. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  subsequent 
to  each  biennial  meeting  of  the  Society,  the  President  shall 
appoint  the  following  committees: 
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An  Executive  Committee  to  be  composed  of  the  Vice- 
President  and  six  members. 

A  Finance  Committee  to  be  composed  of  three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Rules  and  Legal  Matters  to  be  composed 
of  three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Nurses  to  be  composed  of  three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Patrons  and  Members  to  be  composed  of 
seven  members. 

A  Committee  on  House  and  Purchasing-  to  be  composed  of 
three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  and  Directors  to  be 
composed  of  five  members. 

A  Committee  on  Out-door  Service  to  be  composed  of  three 
members. 

vi. 

A  Medical  Board  composed  of  three  members  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  members  thereof  shall 
be  chosen  from  the  Medical  Board  of  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 

This  Board  is  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  all  medical 
and  sanitary  matters  of  the  Society,  and  may  be  convened  in 
joint  meeting  with  the  Directors  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Training 
School  by  its  President. 

The  Medical  Board,  together  with  the  Committee  on  Nurses 
mentioned  in  Article  V.,  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  In- 
struction. 

VII. 

An  Auxiliary  Committee  consisting  of  eight  ladies  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  assist  them 
in  the  supervision  of  the  household  and  economic  matters  of  the 
Training  School.  This  Committee  shall  select  its  own  Chair- 
man, who  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

VIII. 

The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  and  Directors 
shall  consist  of  five  members  of  the  Board,  other  than  those 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  next  general  meeting 
of  the  Society.  This  Committee  shall  present  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  the  names  of  such  nominees  as  shall  have  received 
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a  majority  vote  of  said  Committee.  All  such  names  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  Board  before  presentation  at  the  annual 
meeting-.  The  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  have  the 
names  thus  selected  printed  on  a  ballot  for  use  at  said  general 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

IX. 

In  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  neglect  of 
duty  on  the  part  of  any  Officer  or  Director,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors may  declare  his  place  vacant  and  appoint  his  successor 
to  serve  until  the  next  biennial  meeting,  when  the  office  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  place  of  any  Officer  or  Director,  who  shall  have  been 
absent  without  satisfactory  excuse  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  may  be  declared  vacant  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

x. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  control  the  management  of 
the  School,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the 
Superintendent  and  all  other  employees  of  the  School,  and  shall 
determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses  and  subordinates. 

XI. 

Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  use  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Society  any  portion  or  all  of  the  Permanent  Fund, 
notice  of  the  amount  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  of  such  fund 
must  be  sent  to  the  Officers  and  Directors  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  a  meeting,  at  which  meeting  two-thirds  of  the  Officers 
and  Directors  present  must  assent  before  any  portion  of  such 
Permanent  Fund  can  be  used.

Information  for  the  Admission  of  Pupils. 

The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses,  in  connection 
with  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  gives  a  two  years'  course  of  training 
to  young  women  desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

The  most  acceptable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty-one 
to  thirty-five  years;  the  necessary  qualifications  being  sound 
health,  unblemished  reputation,  and  a  superior  education. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  year.  They 
are  required  to  serve  one  month  on  probation,  and  are  examined 
as  to  their  physical  condition  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  Training  School  before  being  accepted  as  Pupil 
Nurses. 

After  being  accepted  they  are  expected  to  serve  for  the  first 
year  in  the  wards  of  Mount  Sinai  Hospital.  During  the  second 
year  they  may,  in  addition,  be  assigned  to  private  duty  outside 
of  the  Hospital.  The  monthly  allowance  is  $7.00  for  the  first 
year  and  $12.00  for  the  second  year,  and  full  board. 

The  course  of  training  includes  nursing  in  all  its  branches, 
viz.:  Male  and  female,  medical  and  surgical,  gynecological; 
eye  and  ear ;  obstetrical ;  contagious,  and  the  care  of  sick 
children. 

The  Home  for  the  Nurses  is  an  imposing  fire-proof  building, 
containing  parlor,  class-rooms,  dining-room,  etc.,  and  large  airy 
bedrooms.
